He  has  been  lecturing  on  the  subject  and  is  quoted 
at  length  in  Ilie  Lancet.  Most  people,  he  says, 
cat  too  much,  but  in  eomballing  the  idea  of  over- 
replenishment  there  \%  no  general  mn^en'U";  of  opinion 
as  to  what  is  the  required  amount  of  calories.  1  he 
fovaraing  factor  is  the  nature  of  a  person's  work.  The 
brain  worker,  for  in'<tance,  \s  said  (o  re(|i;ire  less  food 
than  the  manual  toiler.  This  is  a  generally  accepted 
gospd.  but  Sir  Thomas  tays  he  has  read  ^leut  the 
CNperiraents  in  this  direction  and  is  not  impr-ssed  by 
them.  Id  this  respect  he  says  brain  work  is  an  indi-, 
vidual  thing.  There  are  many  kinds  of  brain  workers. 
One  may  sit  quietly  at  hi'  v  ork  with  the  minimum  of 
muscular  movement.  Another,  who  ii  active  by 
nature,  may  lie  alert,  talk  and  move  abool.  and  yet 
all  the  time  he  doing  brain  work  The  food  calories 
required  by  the  latter  probably  exceed  those  necessary 
to  the  normal  subsistence  and  weH  being  of  the  felmcr. 

1  '  r  r  \\  the  question  of  sppetite  Keing  the  guide 
to  food  requirements.  In  that  case  it  will  be  found 
oftca^aoough  tbil  tba  brain  worker  requires  just  as 
much  food  as  the  manual  worker.  Tbe  trite  saying 
that  a  brain  werkar  does  baiter  work  with  small  meals 
sillily  alludw  to  the  period  of  achml  vifork.  He 
bmilils  just  as  much  as  the  manual  worker  by  a 
larger  meal  when  his  work  is  done,  that  is.  provided 
he  is  not  over<>tircd.  The  prudent  man.  says  Sir 
Thomas,  adapt*  his  matk  to  hii  work  rMlnr  fSkm  bis 
work  to  his  meals. 

Sir  Thomas  has  a  tendency  to  explode  the  theory 
about  wholemeal  hrend  The  advocacy  of  this  he 
nys  tuns  upon  the  fact  that  bulk  for  bulk,  such 
biwail  eoalams  more  vitamin  Q  than  does  white 
brgad.  but  "this  fact  becomes  of  very  minor  im- 
however.  when  we  remember  that  other 
foods  are  very  rich  in  this  same  vitamin — 
If,  eggs,  peas.  }>eans,  lentils  and  mils  "  It  is  a 
•erinti*  error  made  in  the  advocacy  of  wholemeal 
bread  to  say  that  the  white  bread  contains  none  of 
dia  vitamin  H.  The  fact  is  that  while  vfMU  flour  is 
practi<  .ilK-  free  from  vitaBM  D.  y^.  sinee  yeast  is 
extremdy  rich  in  tWlftamlR,  white  bread  contains  it.

Thf«e  are  veRetablp 
trrowth";  and  are  essentially  neces- 
i  '  r  the  changes  which  niu  t 
Uikc  place  In  both  the  small  and 
large  taitaetiaee. 

Besktas  these  helpful  bacteria, 
many  other  types  generate  In  un- 
healthv  fe<-e«;  T'he.se  are  classified 
under  di.sea.se  Kerm.-^.  There  l.s 
posit tvelv  no  need  for  the.s«-  harm 
ful  bacteria  to  develop,  and  they 
cannot  do  .so  in  the  intestines  of  a 
person  in  perfect  health.  If  found 
to  be  present,  they  ean  be  qulekly 
eliminated  through  changing  to  a 
clean,  wholesome  diet  after  a  short 
period  of  treatment  with  fniit  faat- 
mg  and  frequent  enemas. 

Bad  mixture.-!  of  food  are  mostly 
responsible  for  producing  tlie  soil  in 
which  thaee  ham^  mlexo-ar- 
gaaiana  derriopi  Much  of  the  food 
material  fteu  an  improperly  com- 
bined meal  will  pa.s.s  into  the  In- 
testines without  l)elnK  thorouRhly 
(liKcsfed  and  a.s.Mmil:ifcd  Thi.s 
kind  of  feces,  containing  only 
partially    digested    food  r^rtlcles,

r  the  tfevdpeaisnt  of  baeleria. 

There  Is  another  entirely  difTerent 
class  of  Intestinal  parasites  which 
is  called  the  animal  endo  parasite. 
Thus  class  Includes  the  bed  worm, 
bladder  worm— which  develops  into 
the  tape  worm— pin  and  thread 
worms,  and  many  other  worms  of 
difTerent  size-s  and  shape.i 

Most  of  tliese  worm.s  ^et  into  the 
body  directly  through  fixxl  whuh 
contain.s  the  eggs  from  which  the 
wonn.s  develop.  The  bladder  worm 
first  grows  into  the  tissue  of  some 
animal,  and  if  the  meat  is  not 
thoroughly  cooked  before  it  is  eaten 
for  food,  these  worms  attach  them- 
selves to  the  Itaing  of  the  mem- 
branes of  the  intestlne.«i  and  develop 
Into  tape  worm.s 

nie.se  worm.s  grow  a  head,  neck 
and  various  oblong  joints  or  ."seg- 
ments. Each  of  these  segments  is 
able  to  produoe  its  own  eggs,  so 
many  tape  worms  may  devriop  from 
one  single  strobUus  or  adult  Upe 
worm.

The  barge.  laden  with  petro!  took 
fire  oil  North  WooUicli.  drifted 
Into  mid-streftm  and  eventunllv 
rearhed  laboratory  Wharf  Wool- 
•*:c\\  Arsenal.  "Ten  Pire  Brigade 
motom-pumpe  had  been  mobilized 
here,"  the  committee  report,  "and 
were  quickly  got  to  work  on  the 
flaming  barga,  whieh  was  alight 
from  end  to  end  The  flaming 
petroleum  was  runnlnu  over  the 
side  of  the  barge  into  the  river 
Without  anv  wamtriK.  and  with  the 
rapidttv  resemblinR  an  explosion, 
an  enormous  .sheet  of  flame  as- 
cended from  the  barge  and  en- 
veloped the  whole  of  the  river 
frontage  at  this  point.
